By  the  label.     That's  really  the  best  clue  you  have 
in  buying  leather  goods.     There  are  several  points  to 
consider,  and  rre've  printed  them  on  a  Consum.er  Tips 
card  rrhich  T.all  help  you  learn  the  facts  before  you  buy.
